REPORT OP SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 
On examination of the report of the Executive Committee, we find but 
little requiring special attention. Evidently the committee take good 
care of the important interests committed to their trust. It is a note- 
worthy fact that the applications for aid on the part of the candidates 
for the ministry have been unusually great during the past year. Wo 
deeply regret that the committee has found any embarrassment 
in receiving such young brethren, from the difficulty of collecting the 
interest of the Educational Fund. It is desirable that the committee 
should continue to aid in the education of suitable brethren having, 
the ministry in view, to the full extent of their ability. 

The committee request instructions from the Convention whether 
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appropriations to the Indigent Ministers r Fund shall be Confined to th»- 
limits of the Georgia Baptist Convention, or shall be extended to indi- 
gent ministers within the Slate. Your committee recommend that do- 
nations from this fund be confined to the limits of the State, and that, 
preference be given always to indigent ministers within the limits of 
this Convention. The fund is greatly needed, and we trust it may bo- 
so increased from year to year as to aid and comfort our worn-out and' 
needy brethren of the ministry. 

The Executive commmittee allude to the fact that Bro. Jesse IT. 
Campbell has recently been engaged as Colporteur among the soldiers 
on the coast, and urge upon the brethren contributions for his support. 
Your committee believe that the plan of the Domestic Board of Mis- 
sions for sustaining missionaries at our principal military posts is a 
good and hopeful one. The Board is ready to place Bro. Campbell or 
some other suitable brother on the coast of Georgia so soon as the funds 
can be secured. Let the funds be placed in the hands of the Domestic 
Board for this object, and thea there will be something definite and re • 
liable in reference to Bro. CambeU's support.

REPORT OF" COMMITTEE ON MISSIONS. 

The Committee on Missions report the satisfaction which they 
have experienced in finding that tne churches continue to make to the 
mission cause contributions which, under the circumstances, must be 
regarded as liberal . The fact shows the deep hold which this cause pos- 
sesses on the affections of the churches. We are in the midst of one of 
the most desolating wars with which it has ever pleased God to visit any 
nation ; our resources have been taxed well nigh to exhaustion in mak- 
ing provision for the brave and patriotic men who have taken the field 
to repel the invader ; whilst the price of living has been augmented in 
an enormous ratio, the ordinary income of the great muss of the peo- 
ple has been largely abridged ; and yet, under all these disadvantages, 
more than four thousand dollars have been paid over during the pre- 
sent session of the Convention, by churches and by individuals, to 
the different objects of benevolence under the patronage of our de- 
nomination. Such contributions, under such circumstances, indicate 
a noble spirit of self-denial for Jesus. They aS'ord a giatei'ul verdure 
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amid a barren desert — a shining light amid the surrounding gloom.. 
Whilst it is a matter of lamentation that " iniquity abounds, and the 
love of many waxes cold," these sacrifices for Christ show that there 
are some hearts which retain a glowing devotion to the Son of God. — 
We hope that the spirit which now animates our brethren will continue 
to pervade them through ait the war. We hope that the day is not dis- 
tant when, under brighter skies, they may even enlarge their contribu- 
tions to these sacred enterprises. The primitive Christians sustained 
thecau-? of their Divine" Master, so zealously, even under calamitous 
risitations, that the Apostle eulogises them by saying that •' in a great 
trial of affliction the abundance of their joy and their deep poverty 
abounded unto the riches of their liberality.'' Let us pray that the 
grace of God may enable us to imitate their example. 

We are happy to learn that our Beard in Richmond have been able, 
under a tiag of truce, to semi to our missionaries in foreign fields the 
funds iequisite for their support. We are also pleased to know that the 
recipients of our benefactions among the Indian tribes are in cordial 
and active sympathy with us in the revolution which is now in pro- 
gress. Our brethren are also engaged in some systematic effort to preach 
the Gospel to the soldiers in our camps. In view of all the past, we can, 
with grateful hearts, write Ebexezer.

•REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education report that they have but little of inte- 
rest to present to the Convention. The scourge ot vrar that now afflicts 
our common country, has placed its heavy hand on our Educational In- 
stitutions, and is still calliug our sons and brothers from the peaceful 
paths of intellectual progress to the strife and carnage of the battle- 
field. Oar own beloved University — founded in the benevolence and 
nurtured by the affections of our fathers, is sharing, in common with 
others, the adversities of the national calamity. With much of painful 
solicitude we witnessed the circumscribing of its genial influence ; the 
disappointments of its devoted instructors, and the increasing deser- 
tions of its honored halls; but as One who was wiser awl mightier 
than we, has willed that it must be so, wo can but bow submissive to 
the stern decree. 

In circumstances such as these, we must wait in patience the devel- 
opments of the future ; and strong in faith that the present darkness 
will eventuate in a cloudless day, still cling to our cherished work, and 
hope for its best success. That education, like its elder and more wor- 
thy sister, religion, is of the highest importance to a free people, is a. 
conviction too deeply rooted in the common mind to be obliterated br 
the hand of passing events ; and hence, when the ordeal assigned us 
by the Ruler of the universe shall have been passed, we may expect 
that its temples will again be thronged, and its shrines revered by ar- 
dent, willing votaries. That, then, which most concerns us now, is not 
merely that we keep the portals of instruction open, but also, that we 
make them the most attractive and the most accessible to those whom 
the claims of war may not inscribe upon the nation's muster roll. — 
Whatever, therefore, may be the evils entailed, or the advantages se- 
cured by the mighty struggle in which we are engaged, let the country 
school house, and the village academy, and the town high school, and 
the city college, impart their usual instructions, and the rising race be- 
urged and encouraged to avail themselves of their proffered blessing*. 
If we do this the star of hope will not set, nor the rainbow of promise 
disappear.

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IREPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DECEASED MINISTERS 

We are called upon to record in this report, the names of several of 
•our ministering brethren, who have closed iheir earthly career since 
our last meeting. 

Elder James R. George, died at his residence in Lithonia, DeKalb 
county, Georgia, April 1:2th, IStii!, in the Goth year of his age. lie was 
for oo years an humble disciple of Jesus Christ, and for "2"i years of 
the time, an ambassador of his Lord. He was full of years and rich 
iu faith, and gathered as a ripe sheaf iuto the Heavenly garner. 

In January Elder I' M. Mathews, departed ihis life in Franklin, 
Hearu county, Ga. Bro. Mathews was for sometime a student in Mer- 
cer University, and lived to put in practice the religious training which 
he received at that Institution. He was an humble, unpretending, vet 
a devoted and zealous follower of Christ. 

Elder William Newton, of Cave Spring, whose obituary has been 
published in our papers, giving age, dates, etc., died suddenly, but 
strong in the faith, during the summer of the past year. He v, as no- 
toriously a devoted, pious man, and good minister of Jesus Christ, 
and " being dead yet speaketh." 

Elder J. II. Camp, died last summer at his residence in Oglethorpe. 
Macon count; , Ga. lie was an humble, unassuming man and minis- 
ter, but a man who labored for the good of Zion, and was useful in his 
sphere, notwithstanding he had to labor physically to support a large 
family. 

Elder Hiram Powell, formerly and for many years a member of the 
Rehoboth Association, died since the last mseting of this body, at his 
residence near Blakely. in Early county, Ga. In the Bethel Associa- 
tion, in the minutes of which, as well as in our religious papers, will 
be found a suitable tribute to his great worth and usefulness, for many 
years, as a minister of the "Gospel of the blessed God." His conduct 
was even, uniform, and ever characterized by -a truly christian diguity

And to this list of our deceased minister?, must be added the name 
of our venerable Father and Brother iu the Gospel, Elder W P. Steed, 
for many years a member of the Georgia Association. His departure 
has also been noticed iu the public prints, and it is only neeessaiy, in 
this connection to state what is known to all who knew him, that be 
was a man of great piety, and a minister of more than ordinary ability.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF MERCER 

UNIVERSITY. 

The Board present the following as their Annual Report to the Con- 
vention of the affairs of Mercer University : 

STUDENTS. 

At our meeting in Atlanta, on the 25th of July last, the President in 
his report gave us the following statement : " In the Fall term the num- 
ber of students was 125 in College ; in the Theological Department G, 
making a total ot 131. The excitement of the Avar feeling, and the 
apprehension of harder times operated so as to be visible on the open- 
ing of the Spring term. The admissions into College were fewer than 
usual, so that the number in College was 112 : there was an increase in 
the Theological Department to 13; making the whole number 125. — 
The excitement subsequent to the capture of Ft. Sumter affected our 
students very much: and many of them, members of Volunteer com- 
nies, left the quiet of college-life for the hardships of camp and the din 
of war. While other colleges, however, suspended their operations, we 
were able to carry on the regular duties to the period of the examina- 
tion ; when wc closed with 35 college students, and 8 Theologicals." 

The Faculty conferred, last July, the first degree in the Arts upon the 
members of the Senior Class, numbering 31, and the largest ever grad- 
uated by us. Of these 31, twenty -four entered the military service of 
the country. 

During the last Fall term our number was 40: thirtj r -four in college 
and six in theology. The present term opened with 34. Since then 
we have lost by sickness one ; by volunteering eight, leaving our iircs- 
ent number 18. Of these, eight ar« Seniors, and when they leave we 
shall have but ten in College, and six in the Theological Department.

The state of our funds has undergone verv slight changes. The 
Treasurer has received from the Executor of Jane Posey the t urn of 
$1440.0(3 on account of dividends upon the legacy. Our income is di- 
minished, and rendered very uncertain in amount, by the existence of 
war and consequent financial derangement of the country. 

POLICY OF THE BOARD. 

Deeply solicitous of maintaining the status of the University during 
•the war, the Board, at the annual meeting, adopted the following re- 
commendation of its committee: "And while we may not reasonably 
expect that the number of students for the next term will be as great 
as former yeais, yet we think it important that the Faculty be preserv- 
ed in its entirety, and all the exercises of the Institution be continued 
without alteration or modification ; provided that can be done without 
bringing the University in debt." 

At a meeting of the Board, held yesterday in the Lecture room of 
this church, we found the University in such a condition, present and 
prospective, as forces upon us the painful necessity of making great 
changes in reference to the management of the Institution. After 
careful deliberation we have agreed to place the University, upon a war 
tooting, according to the following plan : >•-■ 

1 . That the Board adopt the action of the Prudential Committee, in 
reference to the resignations of the Faculty, with this exception, that 
their resignations shall not take effect until the close of the present 
Term. 

2. The Board have re-elected the President, Dr. N M. Crawford 
-and the two oldest professsors, believing, in the painful necessity of 

choosisg between equally worthy professors, no better rule can be 
adopted than that of seniority in office. 

3. The salary of the President is reduced to §1000, and that of the 
Professors to §1200 each. 

4. An academical department- has been attached to the college, and 
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the Scientific couise increased one year, or in other words, the terms of 
admission into it have been lowered one year. ' The Faculty is to hay* 
all the tuition in addition to their salaries. 

5. The Board have accepted the generous offer of Prof. Woodfin, to 
render such service in the University as may be needed, gratuitously, 
during the period of our embarrassments, hoping, however, that h« 
will accept a due proportion of the tuition. 

6. The occupancy of the house, in which Prof. Wise now resides, is 
offered to him free of rent. 

7. The Board adopted the following resolutions in reference to th» 
retiring Professors : 

1st. Resolved, That one of the most painful duties, forced upon u» 
by the terrible war now existing, is the acceptance of the resignation* 
«f Professors Tucker, Hillyer, Wise and Woodfin. 

2d. Resolved, That we entertain a full appreciation of their ability 
and worth, and that we earnestly hope that the political condition of 
the country may soon be so changed as to allow us to renew our rela- 
tions with them as Professors in Mercer University. 

3rd. That the Secretary communicate to these brethren Professors. 
ti»e sense of this Board as expressed above.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN BENEFICENCE. 

The committee appointed to discuss this subject, report, that in 
breaking off from his M .ker, man's religious sense recoiled upon him- 
self. Henceforth, he and the things with whi^h he identified himself 
as being his, became to him, in a state of unregeneraey, his own idols. 
Now, to restore him back to his great original, the work of christian, 
benpficence is precisely fitted. It gradually divests him of the basis of 
his idolatry, selfishness, and by taking from him his false gods re-at- 
taches him to the true or e. The distinguishing iniative of this gracious, 
work is taken in the act of regenerating the soul by the Holy Spirit. 
It is ended when the procedure of sanctification is perfected In this, 
Tiew of it, we can comprehend the worth of 'such scripture statements, 
as the following, viz: " If any man love the world, the love of th« 
Father is not in him, " and " it is more blessed to give than to receive " 

It is made the duty of this committee to enquire into the matter of 
making money gifts, or their equivalents, in the work of evangelizing 
the world. And, in the outset, your committee would bring the work 
from the low basis of a burden, on which it is often placed, to its scrip- 
tural elevation of a high privilege. We are divinelv v 4aught that 
through this medium we may assimilate ourselves to oufblessed Lord 
"Freely yehave received freely give. " A spirit of universal beneyl 
olence was inculcated by the Saviour upon the disciples by the argu- 
ment, tii i : That yo may be the children of bur Father which is in 
heaven: for he maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on the -*ood and 
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rondeth rain on the just and on the unjust." What is more ennobling 
to the soul than to be assured that the " liberal deviseth liberal things 
nnd by liberal things shall he stand." On the contrary, it is said by 
Isaiah as a matter uf degradation, that " the vile person shall no more 
be called liberal. " 

If we inquire for the limit to the obligation to give to the cause of 
the Saviour, we shall find it only in the means and occasion. He free- 
ly gave all. Plainly we must hold ourselves in readiness at his com- 
mand to do the same. Under the Mosaic law, the Jew was required to 
give in all forms of p ions donation from one-fifth to one-third of his 
gross annual income. Ay t\e proprietor of all things, the moderation 
of the L ird's demand was conspicuous. Yet it had the accuracy, the 
uniformity, and the force of a divinely-levied tax. Under the Gospel, 
the schedule of gifts is made to consist of free-will offerings, graciously 
submitted to the discretionary bounty of the donor. And 0, what an 
affecting -appeal is not this to the believer's sense of obligation, grati- 
tude and h., nor! How the thought of it should lire our hearts, and fill 
our hands with thank-offerings to Him who is the Author of all our 
blessings! While no tribute-money then, but only tokens of our loving- 
kindness, will be accepted, the basis of larger rates of contribution 
than was required by the Mosaic code is l«id for modern Christians, 
not only in the moue of the call itself, but in the bestowment of greater 
blessings in all forms. The Jew lived, we are to remember, in the 
comparative twilight of religious and industrial civilization : we in 
their greatly advanced light and power. Nor does the Gospel leave us 
exclusively to argument as to the result of a comparison between the 
weight of the old Jew's obligation to give, and that of the New Testa- 
ment reader. It holds, at this point, the language, viz.: " For unto 
whom much is given, of him shall much be required." Let us then 
rebuke ourselves by reference to the Jewish rule, and stimulate our- 
selves, by the consideration of our superior advantages, to act hence- 
forth in accordance with the higher standard set for us in the premises 
by the Gospel. 

Your committee are required to compare our resources of giving with 
our actual donations. Looking to the immediate work before us, yiz.: 
the spread of the Gospel through the agency of christian missions, if 
we extend to the denomination throughout the State the standard of 
contributions adopted by the Bethel Association, as being well within 
the scope of its membership, viz.: an annual amount equal to one dol- 
lar for each white, and ten cents for each black member, we shall have, 
•nthe basis of the aggregate of our members in the State, about eighty 
thousand dollars to be devoted each year to the work. We have here- 
tofore expended in the enterprize about one tenth of that sum. Yet the 
committee deem the estimate of the Bethel Association below the Gos- 
pel-measure of duty. Again, if we take the aggregate of our denomi- 
national wealth in the State, on the supposition that the members of 
our denomination stand, as the committee believe they do, on an equal- 
ity with the other population of the State in respect of property, and 
compute the income on the principal of our estates as equal to 7 per 
■cant, we shall find ourselves possessed of a yearly revenue of not less 
than three millions of dollars. While, then, your committee cannot re- 
port the total amount distributed by Georgia Baptists, from year to 
year, to piou* objects, we think we hazard nothing in expressing the 
opinion, that in our disbursements in these respects, we fall far short 
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uf the Mosaic standard. And will not this partial survey of our meant 
•erve alike to humiliate us for our past defection, and animate us to 
enlarge and strengthen the benevolent enterprises we have in opera- 
tion? Your committee would beg to recommend somewhat more at 
l«ngth the noble example set us by our brethren of the Bethel Associa- 
tion, and especially that feature of their scheme that provides for the 
bringing of our colored brethren more uniformly into this blessed 
work. We hail this as a step of great and diversified christian useful^ 
nass. When we recollect that we have closed the Scriptures to fh« 
reading of our colored brethren — that their spiritual destiny, under 
God, is in a large degree dependent upon us — that we are bound to 
them in this respect by the most solemn and affecting ties — that the 
act of giving to the Lord's treasury is one of the most precious and 
powerful means of grace — -that they are able and willing to give — that 
the sum expected of them for this enterprise competes well with what 
is paid to it by the whites — that they constitute a large portion of our 
denomination in Georgia — that the exercise of enlisting them in th« 
work cannot fail largely to benefit their masters, and draw both more 
closely together — when these, and other arguments that may suggest 
themselves to the Convention, are properly weighed, your committee 
cannot doubt that in taking hold of this arm of spiritual power th» 
Convention will unanimously concur. 

It will, doubtless, be expected of your committee that they enforce, 
at greater or less length, the value of system in giving. The advaa- 
tages of this element, in the matter of contributing to pious objects, 
are numerous and important. It greatly increases the security that we 
give. Alas! how many, neither unable, nor altogether unwilling to d» 
no, fail, b< cause the means and occasion of giving do not, in their c&- 
seu, perceptibly conspire. 8yt-tem cures this evil by fixing the atten- 
tion on the work. Secondly, it is the easiest and most rapid mode of 
accumulating money into the Lord's treasury. The distribution of a, 
given sum, through a numerous succession of gift'*, made after short 
and regular intervals of time, will more effectually promote th« desirt 
and power to contribute than it will do when expected bv larger dona- 
tions, made at unequal and remoter periods. As the body of man at- 
tains its maximum of strength by a multip'icity of small quantities of 
food, taken at short and stated periods, so it is equally true of his spirit, 
that ordinarily it reaches most favorably its assimilation to its perfect 
Original by gradual and regular approaches. On the other hand, ex- 
traordinary, and irreguh.r efforts of nature rather exhaust than invig- 
orate her powers. They are al«o apt to associate with them in thin 
work ideas of sacrifice and privation, which mar their moral value, 
have a tendency to engender pride, and embolden those who make 
ilium to presume upon long succeeding intermissions of living. While, 
on the contrary, the habit of giving even in smaller sums, lead* in a 
miy of nature to enlarged and sustained powers of doing so. We find 
,iu instructive and familiar analogy in nature at this point. In mir 
otwaius we behold the great reservoirs of water — but the earth s pro- 
ductions ara due to a multiplicity of small streams, eYer flowing and 
constantly enlarging until tlwey return whence they canio. .System 
quickens and keeps ih.e donor in more constant communion with th* 
Gt -at Agent in the Kfiivad of the Go»vol, the Holy Spirit. Hy secu- 
ring the believer's attention to the Divine mercies, it strengthens hi* 
faitli, deepens his gratitude, and animate* his lore. In all th:.- your 
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flomaiiites would not bo understood a.s designing to discourage those 
large and munificent donations, which occasionally stand forth to dis- 
tinguish and honor the c.m-e we have at heart, but as providing mors 
• rieetually tor their being made, in proper circumstances, and j'oliou- 
*d up. 

But the inquiry ari-r;. hoir snail we systematise? In the larger 
division oi time into vieeessivo periods of twelve month*, we have a 
natural limit, which, in the judgment of the committee, no believer, 
not absolutely disable 1 by paramount cause-', can innocently pass with- 
out having expended money, or its equivalent, in the work id christian 
beneficence — nay. more, in th* specific work of evangelizing the world. 
In the succession of th» seasons, we have a better and saler guide. — ■ 
W hat a blessedness to each believer — what a vast train to the cause of 
Christ, would not come of quarterly payments into the Lord's treasury? 
And it may be added ju-t hero, that as the salaries of our Missiona- 
ries, and other religious funotiemtries, are usually paid quarterly, 
there wi uld seem to be the more propriety in enforcing this incentive 
and guide to contributions. But why not come at once upon the 
{Scripture rule ? " bpon the first day of the week let every one of vou 
lay by him in store as tied hath prospered him, that there' be no gath- 
erings when 1 come." "Without meaning to say that the Utter of this 
instruction is absolutely binding upon us in all circumstances, let in 
contemplate for one moment *. me of its more conspicuous advantage?. 
It brings tho duty ami blessing of giving to the door of (very one. — 
The poor are especially encouraged in the Scriptures to engage in this 
work. To them the Saviour preached the Gospel. Over their redemp- 
tion he rejoiced with peculiar joy. The memory of the " poor widow." 
•who gave "all her living." was perpetuated by a Divine decree. And 
now that the cause of the Saviour is begging tor ait annual contribu- 
tion of twenty-five cents on the average from Georgia Baptists, to be 
devoted to the specific work of Christian Missions, domestic and for- 
eign, we would especially and affectionately urge our denominational 
poor to enter promptly, perseveringiy. ami hopefully, into the work of 
jiving. The rule cited is bcnion and eipntahle. Each is to give "as 
God hath prospered him." Tims. too. we are taught to note and eon- 
verse about the Ibvine goodness; to us. that we may grow thereby in the 
knowledge and service of God. There is deep philosophy in the re- 
quirement that we /■:■// hrj iii st«re what we propose to give. If not for- 
mally devoted to the Lord, peradventure the enemy of our iouIs may 
pluck it from us. The deeeitftiiness of riches wj^l seek to choke it. — 
The cares of the world may consume it. We hesitate not to say that 
he who waits for an occasion of giving before he prepares lai« gifts. 
tempts God to deprive him of a blessing. On the other hand, he who 
holds his offering in waiting, will soon feel the love of God kindling in 
itis soul. The Holy Spirit communes with him. The Saviour sups 
■with him. As his heart grows, so will his offering. Blessing and 
Messed, is he. Finally, tho rule under review contemplates that th« 
dedication of the gift be on the Lord's day, and icir : o-ut respei to « 
vendin-j application for it. It is then an affair of principle. We. and 
not another, are to call up the sacrifice. The Savi.mr has graciously 
assured us that he will always have a worthy occasion in view for its 
expenditure; mid we have already seen that no lots of interest on the 
principal of the gift will be permitted. The day indicated harmo- 
nizes well v?ith the work ; being that on which the Redeemer, who ix 
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eur life, rose from the dead, and of the consecration of *whieh to Him, 
the giving . of our earthly substance to His cause, is but a part. And 
is it too much to ask of isilen and redeemed men to noefe the succession 
of the blessed Sabbaths in small and convenient t kenef-$pf gratitude 
and 1ot« to the Lord and Giver of all our mercies? And ,here we "af- 
fectionately urge attention to the fact, that could the 'Baptists of Geor- 
gia, of every age, be prevailed npon to " lay by in srprf " oa each Sab- 
bath but one cent as the -weekly measure of the Lordis »prosperin<rs, to 
be applied to this great business of the church on earth, vi: :• The evan- 
gelizing the world through the agency of Missionary enterprises, we 
should thereby be able at onee to double, if not ijuadhip «. tur epera- 
tions in the work. 

Your committee would add, that sven in a world}}- sens*, we should 
realize great gain from the introduction of method into the duty of 
christian beneficence. The logical effect of it would 1 e to bring about 
a degree of attention to the details of our*busihe*s. :" regularity, pru- 
dence and economy, in conducting it, which anight . M our pleasure, 
under God. more than compensate us for the 'am. uut; *a''vstraeted for 
pious objects ; while we should assuredly #cj y the r ~ -t ifyinjr ; consci- 
ousness that the scale or our contributions was o^r-rantiy eulargir.::. 

Tour committee are instructed to report" a remedy for "our" defection 
iti christian beneficence. The duty is moral: the tueans of enforcing 
it must be moral. Will ;heC nrenti-.-n. with' a view t* arrest atten- 
tion and arouse the zeal of ur de'n.<mina;iot» Jon the -suloeer. recom- 
mend a dav of fasting and vravor. with- ex^iv-ss- re.ereaee to the intro- 
duction of system, on s mo oa- :s r other, i^to the rode 01 perf< rmtng 
the duty? We -leave this p:inc to the oisorejiwn of the Convention 
•without volunteering a recomnier.iati" n vf airs. -T . • ** ' 

Secondly.' we would urge ur. n ali wh: .vtonr with us in ffctfe vahae 
of a rule of giving, to go forth from this Contention iitike sfrengi^gf 
" that rule, and to enforce it on all suitably occasions, both, by precept 
and example. r 

Thirdly, we heartily recommend the Convention, practically, fo 
adopt and advocate the eourse of the Bethe. AssocietioM Ut reference to 
the bringing of our colored brethren m -e uniftrmly into^ihis wort. 

Lastly, your committee would bring betore the Convep&w a lesson 
ftom the prophet Malaehi : " Will a man r. b CJod? Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ye say. wherein have we robbed thee? In tithes and offer- 
ings. Ye are eursed with a curse : for ye have robbed me, even ibis 
whole nation. • Bring ye all the tithes into ihe store house, that there 
may be meat in my house, and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open the windows of heaven, and pour you out 
a blessing that there shall not be room enough to receive it. And I 
will rebuke the devourer for your sakes, and he shall not destroy the 
fruits of your ground : neither shall your vine cast her fruit before the 
time in the field, saith the Lord of hosts. And all nations shall call 
you blessed: for ye shall be a delightsome land, saith the Lord of 
hosts."

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CONSTITUTION 

or THF 

BAPTIST CONVENTION OF THE STATE OF GEORGIA 

AS AMENDED, IN 1855. 

1. This body is constituted upon those principles of Christian Faith exhil 
ted in Scripture, generally acknowledged and received in the Baptist Denon 
nation. 

2. The constituents of this body shall be the Baptist Associations in the Sta 
of Georgia, or as many of them as may accede to the terms of this Converitjo 
and whose constitution shall be approved by the Convention ; and 1 such Auxi 
ary Society as shall contribute annually to our funds according to the terms hei 
inafter prescribed, and. whose constitutions shall be approved. Associatio 
and Societies, located out of the State, may be received into the Body, wh< 
their peculiar location and other circumstances may, in the judgment of tt 
Convention, render it desirable and important. 

t . It skall be known and distinguished by the name of " The Baptist Co 

YBNTIOST OP THE STATE OF GEORGIA." 

4. Each Association shall be entitled to four delegates, and to one addition 
delegate for every five hundred members ; provided the number of delegat 
for any one Association s'hall never exceed fifteen. Each Auxiliary Society co 
tributing annually fifty dollars to the funds of the Convention, shall be entitl 
to one delegate, and to one additional. delegate for each additional hundred d< 
lars contributed as aforesaid ; not to exceed three delegates for any Society. 
All delegates shall hold their appointments until others are elected to succe 
them. The delegates to the Body shall b« orderly members of regular Bapti 
Churches. 

5. The officers of this Union shall be a Moderator, a Clerk and Assista 
Clerk, and a Treasurer, who shall be appointed by ballot at each annual mei 
ing. 

6. An Executive Committee, consisting of at least seven members, shall 
chosen at each annual meeting, whose duty it shall be to attend to the busine 
of the Convention during its recess. This Committee shall have power to 1 
all vacancies which may occur, and also shall appoint a Treasurer in case of 
vacancy in that office. 

7. The. Clerk shall enter in a book all the transactions of this Body. T 
Assistant Clerk shall take charge of all distant communications, in or from tl 
Body, and shall write all letters which it may require. 

$. The Treasurer shall take charge of all monies, specialities and properti 
of all kinds belonging to the Body — give sufficient security for the" amount 
his hands — report the state of the funds from time to time, as the Conventii 
may direct, and hand over to his successor in office all its monies, prop< 
ties, &c. • 

9. The acts and proceedings of this body shall be submitted, from time to tii 
to its constituents for inspection ; and none of its decisions shall be binding i 
the Associations or Auxiliaries. > 

10. The following are the specific objects of this' body, viz : 1. To unite t 
influence and pious intelligence of Georgia Baptists, and thereby to facilita 
their union and co-operation. 2. To form and encourage plans for the reviv 
of experimental and practical religion in the State and elsewhere. 3. To aid 
giving effect to useful plans of the s«veral Associations. 4. To afford an oppc 
tunity to those who may conscientiously think it their duty to form a fund t 
the education of pious young men, who may be called by the Spirit and th< 
Churches to the Christian Ministry. 5. And to promote pious and useful ed 
cation in the Baptists denomination. 

11. It shall have power to form rules, make arrangements and appoint coi 
mittees for the accomplishment of any and all the above objects : Provided, no 
of these rules and arrangements shall be inconsistent with the Scriptures ai 
the known principles of the Associations. 

12. Two-thirds of the whole number of delegates present shall form a qHoru 
and a majority shall decide a question. 

13. When its funds will justify it, this body may send delegates to the Sout 
ern Baptist Convention . 

14. The above Constitution shall be liable to amendment or alteration, by.tv 
thirds of the delegates present, ;it any of its annual meetings.
